Harlowe had gone up into the coun- 
try to spend Satorday and Sanday with 
hia -wife and ehildrea. They were 
staying at a pleasant place nearly four 
miles from the railway station, and it 
was tu'cesBBi y for him to employ a liv- 
eryman to tiikv liliu ildwn nn Monday 
morning to ratch itir tmin at Mciii- 
vale.
